Listing of the Claims : 

1 . (Currently Amended) A method of distance learning compr i s i ng th o stops 
of: i nsta l lation on using at least one education center server of-a comprising software 
for database management, data transfer and communication amongst the education 
system users; the education center server further comprising an educational platform 
comprising software for conducting on-line education lessons: student registration i n 
tho scop e of wh i ch th e y r e c e iv e at le ast on e e l e ctron i c data carri e r conta i ning an 
e ducat i on mat e r i al for tho subject stud i ed in a g i von format; e stab l ishing at l oast on e 
int e ractive on l in e s e ssion b e tw ee n a lecturer and tho students, during which s e ssion 
tho l ectur e r pr e s e nts an e ducat i onal materia l on tho students' i nterface, in particu l ar 
by moans of activat i ng th e mat e rial conta i n e d in th e students' e l e ctron i c data carr ie r, 
asks th e students qu e stions and/or transfers tests and/or e x e rcis e s to so l vo, wh e r e in 
th e stud e nts' i nt e rfac e i s compr i sed of windows and too l s, including thoso of r e mot e 
communicat i on, such as ele ctronic mail, voic e ma i l, chat and forum; and f i n i sh i ng tho 
on lin e s e ssion when tho s e t t i mo has e laps e d; charact e r i zed in that it compr i s e s the 
method comprising the steps of: 

a) dividing the an education program into several education levels (10, 11,12, 
13, 14), of which each ono inc l uding level includes at least one module (Mi , 
M 2 ,...M n ), the at least one module corresponding in its contents to a subject of a 
traditional education; 

b) providing each registered student (1), with i n tho registrat i on (20), with at 
least one electronic data carrier including a workshop material (32-) and a multi- 
media electronic textbook (33)-for independent study, and with an access password 
(3§)-to the educational platform-^; 

c) establishing at least one interactive on-line session of electronic workshops 
{24} for each module (Mi, M 2 ,...M n ) within each education level (10, 11, 12, 13, 14) 
in a predetermined time after the registration (20) of the students^, the_at least one 
interactive session being established through the educational platform {3) containing 
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a web site, and the at least one interactive session including a presentation to the 
students (4) by the lecturer (4) of the workshop material (32-), submitting to them the 
students questions and exercises to resolve, checking and discussing by the lecturer 
(4) of the exercises 1 solutions and a group discussion among students, with use of 
remote communication means; 

d) activating electronic consultations (22) between the students (4) and the 
lecturers (4), following the termination of each interactive session of the electronic 
workshops (22), with use of remote communication means; 

e) providing each student ft-), following the termination of a predetermined 
session, preferably th e first session of tho oloctron i c workshops (21 ), with a subject 
of a test work (23) for individual preparation and submission of a test work report to 
the university educational platform at a predetermined time; and 



f) conducting a final examination (25,25a) for each module (Mi, M 2 ,...M n ). 

2. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1 , characterized in 
that wherein each education level (10, 11, 12, 13, 14) includes at least several 
modules (Mi, M 2 ,...M n ) 

3. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 4-er 2, characterized 
m-that -wherein for each module (M 1f M 2 ,...M n ) are organized several , pref e rab l y 
betw ee n 5 and 10, interactive sessions of the electronic workshops (21), of which 
each has a duration between 1 and 5 hours ; pr e f e rab l y betw e en 2 and 3 hours . 

4. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1 , charact o rizod i n 
that wherein the workshop material (32), b o ing is_activated during the interactive 
electronic workshops (21), consists of and the material comprises a sequence of a 
s e r ie s of fo ll ow i ng s e qu e nc e s: presentation of problems, description, explanation, 
illustration, actual example from an economic reality, indication of application 
possibilities, checking of the students 1 understanding of the material and fina ll y a 
recommendation for individual application. 

5. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1 , charactorizod i n 
that i t further compris e s further comprising the step of dividing each session of the 
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electronic workshops (24) into several independent parts (A1, B1, B2, B3, B4) with 
the same or different duration, wh e r e in i n the several independent parts comprising a 
first part lA44- including a presentation to the students (4)-of the workshop material 
(32), a discussion of the issues by the lecturer (4), as well as and students 1 replies to 
the lecturer's questions take p l aco ; i n th e a second part (B1) including transmitting 
by the lecturer (4)-of exercises for individual resolution and their resolving by the 
students; i n th e a third part (B2) including checking of the exercise solutions by the 
lecturer (4}-and a discussion between the students by means of remote 
communication means; in th e a fourth part (B3) including summing-up of the 
issues and exercise solutions by the lecturer (4); and i n th e a fifth part (B 4 ) - 
including a discussion between the students (4-)-by means of remote communication. 

6. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 5 1_, characteriz e d in 
that i t furth e r compr i s e s further comprising the step of directing the students (4)r who 
do not manag e to login to the educational platform (3) boforo after t he start of a first 
part of the electronic workshops (24-), first into a "waiting room" and then 
automatically including them into the-participation in the electronic workshops (24)r 
pr e f e rably prior the commencement of a next part the workshops. 

7. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 6, charact e riz e d i n 
that wherein the "waiting room" for delayed students (4-)-is created by parallel, shifted 
in time running of several similar electronic workshops (24). 

8. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 7, charactor i z e d i n 
tha^ -wherein several first parts ^A44-of the several similar electronic workshops (24) 
are run shifted in time with respect to each of the several first parts . 

9. . (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 5, character i z e d i n 
tfrat -wherein during the presentation of successive issues by the lecturer (4), the 
students (4)-are provided with a list for saving Internet addresses relating to the 
issue discussed, to which new addresses are then attached to the list relating to 
consecutive issues. 
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10. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 4-or 5, charact e r i zed 
ifhthat -wherein for a discussion are utilized remote communication means in the form 
of at least one tool selected from a group consisting of: electronic mail, voice mail, 
discussion group, chat and forum. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1 , charactor i zod in 
that wherein the electronic consultations (22)-are conducted by means of the 
educational platform (3}r-with use of the-e-mail and a discussion group that 
comprises the students 444-of registered for a given module, and with a participation 
of an operator/consultant and/or the university's lecturers (4). 

12. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1 1 , charactor i zod i n 
that wherein upon receipt of a question by an operator/consultant within the 
electronic consultations (23) a check is first made in a knowledge database and if it 
does contain an answer to the question asked, the operator/consultant transmits it 
the answer to the student, while in the case of a lack of such an answer, the question 
is directed to a lecturer running a given module, which transmits the answer to the 
operator/consultant and the latter to the student. 

13. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 12, charactoriz o d in 
that wherein t he answer to a question asked is added to the knowledge database. 

14. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 12, charactorizod i n 
that- wherein a lecturer is the operator/consultant of the electronic consultations (22). 

15. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1, charact o r i zod in 
that i t further compr i s e s further comprising the step of activating interactive archived 
electronic workshops, the archived workshops being activated after the termination 
of the electronic workshops (34), but prior to returning the test work report , pref e rably 
sol ol y to tho scope of tho f i rst part (A1 ) of tho o loctron i c workshops (21 ) . 

16. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1, charactorizod in 
that -wherein after return of the eentfel test w ork report , the lecturer sends to the 
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students in a determined time, advantageously by electronic mail, results of the 
contro l test together with a commentary. 

17. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1 , charact e r i z e d i n 
that i t furth e r compris e s further comprising a step of activating interactive electronic 
reviews (24), the reviews being activated prior to the final examination (25, 25a) for 
each module (Mi, M 2 ,...M n ) with a participation of the lecturer-(4), the electronic 
reviews (24) compr i s e , among oth e r things, comprising a repetition of the material 
covered within the electronic workshops (24-) and a group discussion, with use of 
remote communication means. 

18. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 17, charact e r i z e d i n 
that -wherein the electronic reviews (24)-are conducted similarly to the electronic 
workshops (24). 

19. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1 , charactoriz e d i n 
that i t furth e r compr i s e s f urther comprising t he step of creating, prior to commencing 
the examination (25, 25a) , a dynamic examination list which is blocked w-at a 
predetermined time before the start of the examination (25, 25a) . 

20. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1 , charact e riz e d i n 
that wherein the examination (25) is conducted by a traditional way. 

21 . (Currently Amended) A method according to the claim 1 , charactoriz e d 
in-tfrat -wherein the examination (25a) is conducted by an electronic means. 

22. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1 , charactorized in 
that a l l th e i nformation, torms and possib l y duration of individual compon e nts of th e 
e ducat i ona l proc e ss, i. e ., wherein the interactive electronic workshops (24), the 
archived workshops, the test works (23), the electronic reviews (21) and _^ the 
examination (25, 25a) , as w e ll as contro l the test work subjects and results, and the 
examination grading , proforab l y together w i th gen e ra l r e marks and d e scr i ptions, are 
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included in the web site of the educational platform {3), which is accessible through 
the use of the access password (3£) and the-a_student's identification number. 

23. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1 , charact e riz e d in 
that i t further compr i s e s further comprises the step of creating a dynamic electronic 
library in the web site of the educational platform-(3), the library being accessible 
through the use of the access password (35)-and tbe-a_student f s (^identification 
number. 

24. (Currently Amended) A method according to the claim 1 , characteriz e d 
i n that it furth e r compr i s e s further comprising the step of checking, prior to the 
commencement of aff- the electronic workshop session, of a student's computer's 
equipment and software , n e c e ssary for th e in,communication with the educational 
platform (3) and boing i n th e possession of th o students (1) , the checking being 
made by means of test software included in the educational platform's web site 
wherein in the case of finding by the test software of a deficiency of software, an 
automatic installation of such software through the educational platform's web site 
follows . 

25. (Canceled) A method according to claim 24, characterized in that in the 
case of finding by the test software of a deficiency of necessary software, an 
automatic installation of such software through the educational platform's web site 
follows. 

26. (Currently Amended) A method according to the claim 1 , charactorizod 
in that the workshop material {32fand the multi-media electronic textbook (33) 
provided to the students are included in a single CD-ROM or DVD disk. 

27. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 4-26, charactorizod 
in that w i thin tho reg i stration (20), tho students (1) aro prov i ded wherein each 
registered student is provided for each module (Mi, M 2 ,...M n ) with a syllabus (34-) 
contained in an electronic data carrie r, preferably in the CD-ROM or DVD disk 
including the workshop material (33) and the multi-media textbook (33). 
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28. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 27, character i zed in 
that in wherein the CD-ROM or DVD disk , including tho sy ll abus (31), th o workshop 
mat e ria l (32) and tho mu l t i m e d i a e l e ctronic t e xtbook (33), i s a l so p l aced further 
contains a starter package {34)r including a particular didactic guide^ a«d-a technical 
instruction as wo l l as a and software necessary to open the formats of the files 
contained in the workshop material {32)-and the electronic textbook (33). 

29. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 4 17, character i z e d 
in-tha^ further comprising, during the interactive electronic workshops (24-}-and the 
electronic reviews (2 4 ) for th e stud e nts (1 ) i s disp l ay e d an , displaying on a student's 
computer an interface (40^-including tool bars and at least two , pref e rab l y thr ee 
main windows selected from the group consisting of : an information window (44), an 
action window (43) and a dialogue window (43), r o spoct i vo l y, and too l bars (44 and 
45). 

30. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 29, charact e riz e d in 
that further comprising presenting in the information window ( 4 1) i s presented al l 
complementary information relating to the material discussed, that presenting in the 
action window (42) i s presented an educational material concerning the issues 
discussed by the lecturer £4), and that- presenting in the dialogue window (43) ar e 
d i sp l ay e d in part i cular th e a_syllabus {S4-), an index of key notions, definitions and 
formulas, a calculator, the electronic textbook (33) as w ell as the _,_chat and the-e- 
mail. 

31. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 30, charactorizod i n 
that further comprising presenting in the action window ( 4 2) are pr e s e nt e d videos, 3- 
D animations, 2-D illustrations, layouts, diagrams, texts, calculations and other 
dynamic information. 

32. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 31 , charact e riz e d i n 
that- wherein- m the videos presented in the action window (42) is includ e d include at 
least one presentation selected from the group consisting of: video with a lecturer or 
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other individual discussing an issue T recorded earlier or taken by a camera in real- 
time, video with an example illustrating an issue, interviews, documentary films as 
wel l as and video showing utilization of computer programs , in particular of 
ca l culat i on shoots and databases . 

33. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 29, charactor i zod i n 
that- wherein the tool bars (44 and 45) comprise communication buttons (48^ 
includ i ng thos e for the chat, toe-e-mail and the forum, and recall buttons {49^ 
inc l uding reca ll s to the electronic textbook (33), to tbe-aLglossary of terms, the toa 
syllabus (34), the-tgjnternet addresses and to the-a_calculator. 

34. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 33, charactor i zod in 
that- wherein in various phases of the electronic workshops (24>individual 
communication and recall buttons are enabled or disabled.
